Let us suppose that your boy, or 


girl, is a little too dominant. To be 
so is an excellent trait in a child, but 
if he gets a notion that every one must 
give in to his powerful will, it just 
isn't so good. 


He can have all the qualities of 


leadership and still learn that there 
are other people to recognize, and not 
consider his own ego above every- 
thing else in the world. 


If he doesn't learn this when he is 


young, he may be riding for a fall, be- 
cause the dominant man of strong will 
is the bitterest person in the world 
when frustrated or disappointed. Not 
only that but a blow to ego causes a 
morbid loss of faith in himself. 
All 


people can't be lucky or successful, for 
all they "will" it most mightily. 


This acceptance of defeat, when it 


comes, has to be learned in the early 
days if it is to be learned at all. A 
sort of sportsmanship must be culti- 
vated that, looks upon rivalry and an- 
other's will, as strong as his own, as 
natural. He won't feel any personal 
affront if this side of his character can 
be developed. It is the acceptance of 
defeat cheerfully that leads to a new 
attempt It is those who go down 
into bitterness over one failure or 
wto who never try again.

Alcohol's Food Value Lies Only 


in Energy

Not long ago, while in Oklahoma 


City, I said to a reporter who asked 
me about the food, value of alcohol 
that the caloric value of. the highball 
had been determined to bo approxi- 
mately the equivalent of Dial of three 
hard-boiled eggs. 


The statement, cut down to say that 


a highball is equivalent in food value 
to three hard-boiled eggs, has been 
spread widely oy(j,v thij country. As 
a result, I have been deluged with 
letters during the last few weeks, par- 
ticularly from organisations for pro- 
hibition and from ministers, asking the 
exact significance of this statement. 


It becomes necessary, of course, to 


say some of the things that I have 
said repeatedly in these columns about 
food values. 


Values of foods in nutrition are 


measured today not only in ttrms of 
calories, which represent energy yield- 
ed, but also. in terms of other con- 
stitutents—proteins, which are import- 
ant in building tissues; mineral suits, 
which are necessary to health and 
growth; imd particularly vitamins. 


Except ior the caloric value, there 


is no evidence that the food value, of 
a highball appro.ximutes that of three 
hard-boiled egjra. 


In the playing of ordinary gamts, 


handball and squash racquets make 
about as great a demand on energy 
as any games people can play. A per- 
son playing a fast game of handball or 
Squash racquets for one-half 
hour 


uses up about 300 calories of energy. 


This is equivalent to the amount of 


calories that are available in two 
slices of bread and butter or in two 
dry Martini cocktails. 
The same 


amount of calories is available in a 
pint of beer. 


One of the chief reasons for over- 


weight is the large amount of extra 
food consumed by many people with- 
out regard to the caloric values of 
the food taken in. 


The average man who attends a 


banquet already has had his break- 
fast and luncheon, which usually gives 
him enough calories for the energy 
output for the day. At the banquet 
he gets about 2500 calories 
in the 


fform of food ana another 700 calories 
in the form of drinks. 


To overcome tho added caloric val- 


ue, it would be necessary for him to 
play handball or squush racquets for 
five and one-half hours or to walk GO 
miles-', or to run 30 miles. 


However, it should be emphasized 


again that the food values of alcohol 
are' wholly energy value;;. They do 
not provide any of the vitamins which, 
it has been established, are essential 
to health and. growth. Neither do they 
provide protein, .which is necessary for 
cell repair.

ing. 
A lot is going on under the sur- 


face. In a word, Japan seems slowly 
but surely tightening her hold on the 
neighboring mainland. 


But, looking ahead, Japan sees Rus- 


sia and the United States blocking her 
road. Russia is there because Jap- 
anese aggression is rapidly pushing 
her back from the Pacific, bottling up 
Siberia. 


Why Japan suspects the 
United 


States, however, is quite another story. 


The notion is all over Japan that 


the United States is sitting up nights 
trying to undermine her—and this ex- 
pression is that of one of the most in- 
telligent and widely traveled Jap- 
anese I know, not mine. 


A whole succession of things was 


pointed out to me, proving, to the Jap- 
anese way of thinking, that such is 
indeed the case. 


Point Out U. S. "Menaces" 


First we annexed Hawaii and built 


one of the world's greatest naval bases 
there. Next we took the Philippines— 
"a pistol pointed at Japan's head," I 
was told. 


Then we built the Panama Canal so 


our entire navy could be concentrated 
overnight in the Pacific. 


After the Russo-Japanese war, the 


accusation proceeds, an American (E, 
H. -Havriman) attempted to buy the 
South Manchuria Railway. Later, in 
1909, Secretary of State Knox pro- 
posed the neutralization of Man- 
churia. 


Both of these moxes, in Japanese 


eyes, were suspect, their object be- 
ing to prevent Nippon gaining a real 
foothold on the continent. 


During the Versailles Conference, 


the United States took the lead in try- 
ing to oust Japan from Shantung. It 


I did so again at Washington in 1921, 
| never stopping until it achieved its 


aim. 


At the same time, it maintained un- 


relenting pressure to squeeze the Jap. 
anew,' troops out of Siberia. 


The exclusion act was a blow at 


Japanese prestige. 


Last, but by no means least, after 


Japan seized Manchuria in 1931, it 
was America 
that 
marshaled the 


world's opposition. 


It was her prodding of the League 


of Nations that finally led that body 
to lake a stand necesstiating Japan's 
resignation, and it was Washington 
diplomacy that framed the policy of 
non-recognition which the league was 
badgered into following.

tit a souse it is most flattering. For 


if Japan today stands almost isolated 
among the world powers, it is Amer- 
ica, according to the Japanese, who is 
to blame. But at the same time it is 
perilous. 


Why .should Die United States, de- 


cade after decade, pursue a policy 
against Japan? 
Because, 
Japanese 


public opinion has been led to believe 
America has furrcaching designs of 
her own in China. 


Nations do not go around fighting 


the battles of the weak for nothing. 


So, the Japanese believe, it is just 


a question of time before Nippon will 


fnid it necessary to call a halt. 


And when that time comes, any- 


thing can happen.

for Rented Acres 


Legumes M a i n t a i n Soil 
Fertility and Prevent it 
From Washing Away 


Experiment station results show that 


feed crops, like corn, thnt requires 
clenn cultivation are harder on soil 
than legumes and pasture plants that 
prevent soil 
from 
washing, 
states 


Frank Stanley, county agent. It is 
reasonable to assume, he says, thut 
plants that produce feed ahd maintain 
soil fertility are undoubtably the best 
for land, nnd |Jhe most dependable and 
desirable legumes and pasture plants 
fall in this class. 


Since there is an acute shortage of 


good pastures in many parts of this 
country, it is good business to pant 
the rented acres to permanent pasture 
on many cotton farms according to 
Mr. Stanley. 


Naturally, a farmer doesn't have to 


confine himself to the u.se of rented 
acres for the production ot food, feed 
crops and pasture. 
Ho is only ex- 


pected to use the rented acres to pro- 
duce such feed crops, food nnd pas- 
ture as are needed in addition to the 
normal production of those crops on 
the farm. However, if the pasture how 
on the farm is inadequate, it may be 
enlarged or the food or feed crop 
acreage may be increased to meet 
•normal needs. 


Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace 


has said, "The acres left out of basic 
crop production this year must be 
protected from further destruction by 
washing. In terms of practical farm 
management, that means seeding them 
to cover crops or to permanent pas- 
ture. In many sections of the coun- 
try, 
the trends in Agriculture indi- 


cate that the farmer will profit most 
by seeding them to permanent pasture. 


1 Certainly that is the practice which 


I fits in best with the national policy 


of cutting acreage in basic crops, and 
at the same time conserving soil and 
soil fertility."

The Risen Christ 


Text: John 20:1-16 


The International Uniform Sunday 


School Lesson for April 1. 
By WM. E. GILBOY, D. D. 


Kdttor ot The SonfTTfatlonaU.it 
The story of the resurrection of 


Jesus is told by different writers and 
in different ways. Some have seen in 
these different 
narratives conflict- 


ing evidence, and they have mnde the 
differences H basis of doubt. 


It Is not much more reasonable to 


say that it is these very differences 
(hut destroy all idea of collusion, all 
notion that the disciples were making 
up "cunningly devised fables," and 
were agreed about telling the same 
thing? 


What we have in these resurrection 


stories is the simple narratives as they 
came out of the experiences of the 
disciples and as they developed in the 
early church. 


The resurrection of Jesus would not 


be a miracle, if we could explain it, 
and if we knew all about it. The one 
great clear fnct that does stand out is 
that, at the very hour of the disciples' 
deepest gloom, when with great re- 
luctance they were turning back to 
their homes and to their old lives, the 
disappointed followers of a sublime 
hope that they were reluctant to give 
up. there came to them the clear as- 
surance that Jesus was not dead, but 
was living. 


With that conviction, there was the 


revival of their faith that quickened 
them into newness of living and sent 
them forth with a new power to es- 
tablish the Christian Church and to 
build upon the great foundation of 
Christ himself the power and influ- 
ences of Christianity. 


Who that reads these narratives, and 


that considers all that these experi- 
ences had to do with the founding of 
the Christian religion, can doubt the 
reality of the experience? It is not 
ours to explain, but we are brought 
face to face with these mystic, spirit- 
ual experiences in which the disciples 
had a clear vision of thtir risen Lord. 


The most beautiful of all the nar- 


ratives is that concerning Mary Mag- 
dalene, coming early in the morning, 
while it was yet dark, to the sepulchre 
where Jesus, was buried, and finding 
the stone rolled away. 
Mary had 


come, apparently, rather in love and 
in loyalty than with any clear faith 
thtat she would find things changed. 


When she found the stone rolled 


away from the sepulchre, instead of 
waiting, she came running to Simon 
Peter and to the "other disciple whom 
Jesus loved." probably John himself, 
malting known to them her amazing 
discovery. 
Peter and John immediately run to 


the sepulchre, but even scalous Peter 
was outdistanced by the loving John, 
who arrived first. 
John looked in, 


but did not enter the tomb. Impul- 
sive Peter went all the way, and dis- 
covered that the body of Jesus was 
gone. 


The disciples went to their homes. 


We wonder with what thoughts in

Jesus. 


Why did she not know him? WHS 


it still somewhat dark, and because of 
the darkness that she did nto recog- 
nize him? She supposed that he w;is 
the gardener, and that perhaps he 
knew where the body had been tak- 
en. 


It was then that Jesus spoke her 


name, and at the sound of his voice 
she understood, and she said, "Mast- 
er." 


What more* can any of us say than 


that?
